Benton.—Scott County fanners 
are recognizing the need for in­ 
creasing the amount of limestone

In addition to the 
grant of aid orders, several hun­ 
dred tons of lime will be spread 
this spring, according to County 
Extension Agent Leon M. Lane.

said. The length of time for this 
to occur will depend upon the 
rate of application, degree of fine­ 
ness of the material 
used,

amount of rainfall. 
When the limestone is ground 
fine enough so that 90 per cent or 
more of it will all pass through 
a 10 mesh screen, about 50 per 
cent of it will pass a 40 mesh 
sieve, and nearly 30 per cent a 
100 mesh sieve. This finer ma­

goes 
into

quickly and will be available to 
plants. The coarse material goes 
into solution more slowly. Since 
the material is to meet the total 
deficiency, unless sufficient time 
is permitted for this fraction to

How to Halt

Klueppel is planting

ar.d around a deep gully to pre­ 
vent the gully from eating fur­ 
ther back into a pasture. He ex­ 
pects to use approxim ately 1,000 
trees in this planting, which will 
cover approxim ately one arce of 
land.

Farmers Use 
More Lime 


Benton.—Scott County farmers 
are recognizing the need for in­ 
creasing the amount of limestone 
used, as proved by the fact that 
more than 1,000 tons have been 
ordered through 
grant

aid 
since January. In addition to the 
grant of aid orders, several hun­ 
dred tons of lime will be spread 
this spring, according to County 
Extension Agent Leon M. Lane. 
Full benefits from limestone ap­ 
plications will not be 
obtained 
until a sufficient amount of it has 
gone into solution in the soil. Lane 
said. The length of time for this 
to occur will depend upon the 
rate of application, degree of fine­ 
ness of the m aterial 
used,

When the limestone is ground 
fine enough so that 90 per cent or 
more of it will all pass through 
a 10 mesh screen, about 50 per 
cent of it will pass a 40 mesh 
sieve, and nearly 30 per cent a 
100 mesh sieve.
